certain corrapt phases of polities which 
have become alarmingly common in the 
State and nation. ‘‘Business is busi- 
ness" is a motto that has come to cover 
a noamber of iniquitous traneactions. 
The Independent's brave editorial is se 
vere and timely, and covers a good 
deal ot ground in its specific 
allegations uf **business’’-like crooked— 
ness. Among ‘other cases enumerated 
is the now notorious one of “Boas”’ 
Buckley, who, « has been proved, has 
been trafficking in ‘‘influence’’ at the 
very fountain bead of justice, the Sa- 
preme Court of the State. There is no 
evidence, as yet, that the judges 
of that court were coguizant of 
Backley's shameless transaction, 
or in any way implicated in 
the corruption proved; but 
is a screw loose somewhere when such 
things can be done even on the out- 
skirts of a tribunal whos- ermine should 
be kept pure and unsullied. An inves- 
tigetion is in order, and it is to the credit 
of the members of the Sapreme Coart 
that ihey desire once to be made. A 
judge, even a Supreme Jadge, is not 
above being answerable at the bar of 
public opinion. The people are supreme 
in this country. ‘The wili of the peo- 
ple is the lew of the land.”

THE CORN OUTLOOK 
The Crop is Practicaliy Safe From 
Freest. 


Curcaco, Sept. 7.—The Farmers’ Re- 
view will print tne following sammary of 
the corn crop outlook, based on the latest 
reports from ite correspondents: The 
cold, damp weather, which has prevailed 
during the past week has retarded the 
maturing the corn crop. In spite of this, 
owever, some progress 
rosts have been experienced in many 
localities, but none of sufficient eoventy 
to do auy damage to corn. 

At this writing, September 7, we judge 
that three-fourths of the entire country is 
= danger from frost. Of the remain- 
ng corn « half is so fully advaeced that 
the frost, which simply cuts the leaves 
without freezing the stalks so as to barst 
the cells, would do it no ivjory ond 
injury to the fodder. This leaves but 
one-eighth of the crop in any real danger, 
and every day without « freeze lessens 
to| danger. At this writing the danger of « 
freeze is no greater than it — been at 
any timein the last ten days, and we 
have strong confidence of the full matar- 
ity of the largest corn crop ever grown in 
this country.

2Zist, ina saloon. Berry telephoned at 
once to the police office, and Captain 
Beuedict went up, arresied the feilow, 
aud directiy recovered the property, 
five revolvers and seventeen pocket- 
knives, which « pawnbroker had 
bought tor $9. Gannon was identified 
as the man who had sold the articles, 
and who had previously tried to seli 
them to other parties. He was locked 
ip on a charge of grand larceny, and it 
was supposed that there was a ‘“‘dead 
opeu-and-shut” case against him. The 
examination was set for August 24th 
before Justice Austin, and upon that 
date continued to September lat. On 
the lat there was considerable surprise 
caused, when it was learved that Gan- 
non had been ‘‘dismiesed for want of 
evidence.”’ 

As to the lack of evidence necessar 
to convict Gannon the tuliowing +tate- 
‘} ment from an officialbource is made. 
U pon the examination there were present 
as witnesses for the people the two 
pawnbrokers and a Mexican, with whom 
Gannon had bad dealings, and who 
were of course expected to recognize 
and identify him instanter. Instead of 
this, they looked at bim in a dubious sort 
of way, as though they ought to know 
biw, but didn't. It was the examination 
of Thomas Gannon, however, to which 
they hed been subpernaed; and so of 
course the prisoner.whom they were 
asked to identify must be Thomas Gan- 
non, even if m didn’t look quite like 
Thomas Gannon.

by those who should kuow is, ‘‘Gan 
non wasn’| identified, because it wasn’: 
Gannon! 
A Times reporter called on Chief of 
Police Horner and unostentatiously in- 
trodueed the subject of Ganvon. Chiel 
Horner felt sure that Ganoon bad been 
captured; and that Gannon was con- 
cerned in the Newhall burglary, Yes, 
the witnesses had positively identified

Gannon after the arrest. Then 

why didn they identify him 
in court? Weil, the Chiei 
guessed it was because he had ona 


different suit of clothes in court. Where 
did be get a different suit? The Chief 
didn't know—'sposed he bought ‘em. 
iow could he buy them when he had 
been locked up ever since the arrest? 
Well, the Chief didn't know; and no 
more sap was extracted from that in- 
terview, 

The mysterious suit of clothes dida't 
exactly explain the case, and the re- 
porter looked farther, The. «xplana- 
tion which follows is weil attested, and 
resolves the whole problem. 

Alter bis arrest ihe real Gannon, who 
had doubtless aided in the burglary, 
abd bad certainly sold part of the pro- 
ceeds therevf, was put ip the large com- 
mon room of the city jail, along with a 
Mumber of drpnks, vags and others. 
Upon the 29th day of August the short 
sentence of une of the vagrants expired ; 
aud be was to be discharged. An vfli- 
cer went to the door, opened it, and 
called the iellow's name. Forth 
stepped a man. He walked out through 
the corridor, out of the police office and 
off up Spring street. Two geutiemen 
who had seen Gannon brought in, and 
bad watched bim closely in the police 
office, were out in front when 
the above-mentioned prisoner walked 
out. They both ixusiuntly recog- 
nized him at bat had po idea 
(bat Gannon had swapped clothes with 
one of the Vags and was esce ping under 
the Vag's name! When it was learned 
im the police office that so grave a 
biunder had been committed, it is nar- 
rated that there was guashiug of teeth 
and hurrying to and fro. But Mr. 
Gannon, suartevough to have designed 
and catried oul the wick, was too smart 
to wait for further conversation with 
the officers, aud he could not be found. 
Three days later, ‘Gannon was examin- 
ed and dismissed for want of evidences !"’ 
Who did service io court as Gannon, ia 
not stated; but the fact that there was 
some ove who looked sowetlring like 
Gapnon but conidn’t be identified as 
Gannon, is settled. An official in Jus- 
tice Austin’s Court states as follows: 

“I wouldn't wonder if some sach
